Senate slashes jobless pay hike

The Senate approved an 
amendment which would boost 
the present $67 a week max­ 
imum unemployment benefit to 
$85, failing short of a Senate 
committee 
recommendation 
that payments be increased to 
a $95 a week ceiling.

called for an increase to $95 a 
week. 
But, on the Senate floor, Sen.

Attorney Jim Moore said the 
majority of drug offenderc are 
unaware of the severe problems 
they bring on themselves, not only 
to their bodies, but also to their 
lifestyle. 
“Most young people realize that 
if they haven’t had a prior offense, 
they are simply — in their mlnde 
— going to get their hands slapped 
because they will be conficted and 
placed on probation to continue 
their education or employment,” 
More pointed out. 
Moore 
has 
made 
frequent 
public talks on the drug problem. 


“But, while these youngsters 
think this has little effect upon 
them, since they have not had to 
spend 
time in jail or the 
penitentiary, they don’t realize 
that this type of conviction is 
looked upon by employers and 
people in many walks of life as a 
major crime and, therefore, are 
hesitant 
to 
offer 
them 
em­ 
ployment 
or 
service,” 
the 
prosecutor said. 
“Did you know that, because of 
a conviction for drug possession, a 
person would find it extremely 
hard to become a doctor, dentist, 
certified 
public accountant, 
engineer, 
lawyer, 
architect,, 
Realtor, osteopath, physical 
therapist, private detective, 
pharm acist, 
school 
teacher, 
barber, funeral director or stock 
broker. 
“He cannot get a job where he 
has ¿o be bonded or licensed, 
probably cannot work for the city, 
county or federal government and 
cannot get 
into West Point, 
Annapolis or the Air 
Force 
Academy. Even though he can 


enlist in the military service, he 
will probably be denied his choice 
of service and be assigned to a 
labor 
battalion,” 
Moore 
em­ 
phasized. 
He noted that such are 
con­ 
sequences not only of a drug 
conviction, but with any felony. 
“Many young people don't realize 
this and they should be made 
aware of it,” he stressed. 
The prosecutor said he thinks 
the drug situation has stabilized 
over the past two years. “We have 
had a decline in the harder drugs 
above marijuana, although they 
are still present - especially LSD, 
speed and other drugs taken in pill 
form. 
“Heroin has not been, to this 
time, any great problem in our 
county. I think the young people 
have realized the dangers that 
physiological 
addiction 
has 
caused. Most of the other drugs 
are not physiologically addictive, 
but 
they 
can 
becoipe 
psychologically 
addictive,” 
Moore said. 
The drug problem in Scott 


County and throughout Southeast 
Missouri centers around the use of 
marijuana, 
which 
many 
call 
harmful and others say no con­ 
crete proof that it is harmful has 
been furnished. 
The prosecuting attorney, who 
is perhaps the closest person to 
the situation, due to his respon­ 
sibility to prosecute the persons in 
possession, says persons from 15 
to 30 years of age are involved in 
drug use and that 85 per cent of 
that age group has tried it or will 
try it. 
Moore said he runs a fairly 
heavy case load of drug cases, but 
doesn’t know how it compares 
with other areas. 
“The majority of our drug cases 
are 
m isdem eanors,” 
Moore 
noted. “Because of the revision of 
the drug laws which does not talk 
in terms of drugs or narcotics, but 
in terms of controlled substances, 
and makes it a disdemeanor only 
to possess less than 35 grams oil 
marijuana. 
“Most people will have only a 
rolled cigarette or a ’nickel or 


dime bag.’ This is a $5 or $10 bag 
of marijuana, which is basicly 
confined in a 'bagger' or sand­ 
wich-type bag.” 
It takes slightly over one ounce 
to equal 35 grams. 
One of the big problems with 
marijuana, as it affects the 
prosecuting attorney’s office in 
that possession is the only charge 
it can make stick, rather than the 
use of marijuana. 
And, if a suspect can somehow 
secrete the substance, officers 
cannot make an arrest even 
though they can detect the unique 
smell 
that the smoking of 
marijuana gives off. 
“It is very easy for an offender 
to destroy the evidence necessary 
for a conviction,” Moore stated. 
“Future prospective employers 
view persons with convictions of 
drug possession as a ‘drug user’ 
and are very hesitant to employ 
them,” Moore noted.

The second group consists of 
“spree” users,usually of college 
or high school age. Drugs are used 
for “kicks" or just to experiment. 
There may be some degree of 


psychological dependence, 
but 
little or no physical dependence 
because of the sporadic and 
mixed pattern of use. Some spree 
users may ^nly try drugs once or 
twice and decide there are better 
things in life. 
Drug 
sprees constitute 
a 
defiance of convention, an ad­ 
venturous daring experience or a 
means of having fun. Unlike 
"hard-core" abusers, who often 
pursue their habits alone or in 
pairs, spree users usually take 
drugs in groups or at social 
functions. 
The third category is the “hard­ 
core” 
addict. 
His 
activities 
revolve almost entirely around 
drug experience and securing 
supplies. 
He 
exhibits 
strong 
psychological dependence on the 
drug, 
often 
reinformed 
by 
physical dependence when cer­ 
tain drugs are being used. 
Typically, the hard-core addict 
began drug abuse on a spree 
basis. He has been on drugs for 
some time and presently feels

imum unemployment benefit to 
$85, falling short of a Senate 
committee 
recommendation 
that payments be increased to 
a $95 a week ceiling. 
The House Employment Se­ 
curity Committee Tuesday also 


called for an increase to $95 a 
week. 
But, on the Senate floor, Sen. 
A. Clifford Jones, R-Brentwood, 
argued against the higher ceil­ 
ing, contending it would place a 
hardship on sm aller Missouri 
businesses which contribute to 
the fund. 
The fund is financed through 


contributions 
from 
employers 
in the state who pay into it on 
the basis of wages paid and the 
number of workers laid off by 
the firm during a certain peri­ 
od. 
Jones said the fund now has 
$234 million in reserve, but it

Origin­ 
ally it was hoped that it 
would help to improve solue 
bility of the fatty particles in 
the bloodstream and thereby 
prevent atherosclerosis.

cular disease. In fact, three 
of her books are on the “not 
recommended” list prepared 
by the Chicago Nutrition 
Assn. 
I continually get questions 


about lecithin “breaking up 
the fat” or “neutralizing the 
cholesterol” and other such 
statements. Egg yolks do 
contain lecithin. Lecithin is 
one type of fatty acid. Origin­ 
ally it was hoped that it 
would help to improve solu­ 
bility of the fatty particles in 
the bloodstream and thereby 
prevent atherosclerosis. 


Dedicated scientists have 
evaluated 
this 
p r o b l e m 
rather carefully in hopes 
to achieve this. The results 
of carefully designed ex­ 
periments have established 
clearly that the addition of 
lecithin and like products to 
the diet will not lower the 
blodd cholesterol, it will not 
dissolve 
the 
fats

Now, right before you 
bring out of oven, melt one stick 
oleo in a skillet, and dump in some 
brown sugar (about % cup) and 
stir on medium heat until it gets 
thick (may have to add more 
sugar), and then when rolls come 
out pour this caramel mixture 
over top and serve at once — you 
better make lots and lots when 
you do this cause they go like 
popcorn.
